Court strengthens workers’ rights

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Supreme Court 
took a key weapon from companies accused of 
illegally firing employees, ruling Monday they 
cannot escape liability by later finding a lawful 
reason to justify Uje dismissal. 

But the unanimous decision in a Tennessee 
cose limited the remedies available to employees 
_who.show_thcy_wcrciircd because, ofj 11 cgnLbins„ 

If such employees committed wrongdoing 
themselves,. they ’re not entitled to being reinstat- 
ed, and also face limits on how much. back pay 
they can receive, the court said. 

The ruling could affect thousands of cases 
nationwide, in which employers arc accused of 
job discrimination based on age, race, sex or reli- 
gion. 

Such laws seek to deter job bias and compen- 
sate its victims. Justice Anthony M. Kennedy 
wrote for the court. 

“It would not accord with this scheme if after- 
acquired evidence of wrongdoing that would have 
resulted in termination operates, in every 
instance, to bar all relief for on earlier violation of 
the act," Kennedy said. 

“I think it’s a great victory, " said Deborah Ellis 
of the NOW Legal Defense and Education Fund. 
“It’s a strong reaffirmation of anti-discrimination 
os a national value.”

The foundation has received a series 
of filing extensions from thc.lntcmal 
Revenue Service that one agency 
spokesman called “rare.” 

The extensions have allowed the 
foundation to raise more than SI.7 mil- 
lion and spend an unspecified amount 
to push the House speaker’s conserva- 
tive agenda while delaying disclosure 
of specifics until after the 1994 elec- 
tion. 

The first tax report was supposed to 
be filed early lost year.. It will be filed 


in the next two months, said Bethany 
Noble, a foundation vice president. 

The relationship with Gingrich has 
raised questions about the foundation’s 
tax-exempt status, though officials say 
it is strictly nonpartisan. 

“There’s clearly an association 
between the Progress and Freedom 
Foundation and the speaker, but it’s 
not a formal relationship," Bill Myers, 
another foundation vice president, said. 
“The speaker is a friend, but any char- 
acterization of Progress and Freedom 
being Newt Gingrich’s think tank is 
just plain wrong." 

Gingrich’s spokesman, Tony 
Blanklcy, was in a meeting nnd could 
not be reached for comment, an aide 
said Monday. 

As a not-for-profit organization, the 
foundation is exempt from taxes but is 
required to file an annual report with 
the IRS listing revenues and expendi- 
tures, the salaries of its officers and top 
employees andothcr financial details.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A sub- 
sidiary of one of the nation’s largest 
cable companies wants to adopt Big 
Bird. 

Glenn Jones, chairman of Jones 
-Intcrcablc-Inc.-rsaid-Monday-that-tho- 
Englcwood, Colo.-bascd company’s 
educational unit would like to lake 
over the Public Broadcasting Service, 
which 1 distributes programs including 
“Sesame Street," “The Frugal 
-Gourmet- and -“Nova" to hundreds of 
public TV stations across the country. 

Jones’ comments came in response 
to suggestions by House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich and the Senate’s key GOP 
t elecommu nications policy arch itect, 
"Larry Prcsslcr, R-S.D., that public - 
broadcasting might be privatized. 

PBS, public TV’s main program 
producer and distributor, gets about 14 
percent of its SI 60 million annual bud- 
get from the federal government 

Under Jones’ proposal, PBS pro- 
gramming would be syndicated to 
commercial TV stations, cable net- 
works and video networks run by tele- 
phone companies. 

. “ We would ran it just like a.com- 
mcrcial syndicator and sell to other 
markets to generate funds," Jones said 
in an interview. “You don’t see Big 
Bird or Barney on any other (commer- 
cial) station." 

The vast majority of PBS fore now 
runs on' public stations, although there 
have been some arrangements under 
which shows have run on cable networks. 

PBS had no specific comment on 
Jones', proposal. • However, PBS 
President Ervin Duggan, who opposes 
privatization, said generally: "Will the 
American people be happy with the 
transmogrification of non-profit televi- 
sion into just another TV channel, dri- 
ven by ratings, the lowest common 
denominator of public taste and'thc 
appetite of advertisers?”

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United' States has reached an 
impasse with Moscow over a U.S, 
claim that the former Soviet Union 
moved American servicemen to its 
— t emtorjr during^ the Korean*' War and 
never released them,- a senior 
Pentagon official says. 

In September 1993, U.S. (.officials 
confronted the Russians with what 
they called compelling circumstan- 
tial evidence that many — perhaps 
hundreds — of Americans were 
secretly taken from Korea by tin 
Soviets and never heard from agftiftr 
U.S. officials provided no proof,’ 
and efforts to strengthen their case 
have been frustrated by the 
Russians’ refusal to open archives of 
the now-defunct KGB, said James 
Wold, deputy assistant secretary of 

-defense for POW-M1A affairs. 

“The KGB archives are still a 
closed book,” Wold said in a recent 
interview. 

Wold, a retired Air Force 
brigadier general who took over the 
POW-MIA office last May, said it 
was “extremely important" that 
more Russian intelligence files be 


opened to U.S. investigators if the 
Korean War issue is to be finally 
resolved. . ' 

“We would like verty much 'to 
focus on s pecific cases w ithin the 
KGB archives, and we will continue 
to press for access to that," Wold 
said, 

The matter is being pursued by a 
joint U,S. -Russian commission, of 
which Wold is a member. 

Russian officials on the commis- 
sion have said their search of avail- 
able records showed no indication 
that illicit transfers of Americans 
took place. U.S. officials in recent 
months have sealed back: their esti- 
mates of how many servicemen may 
have been taken; Wold said the 
number may be as low as one or two 
dozen. 

■ "Their position is thar there is no ' 
evidence," Wold said. 

"We arc at an impasse with the 
Russians on that question, and that’s 
why the KGB archive becomes vety 
important. As (U.S.) pilots were 
captured, the KGB controlled that 
process," he said, so their archives 
may contain useful clues. 


“Unless we have that to confront 
them with, judging by the way they 
have resisted any further develop- 
ment of this question, it leads us 
• nowhere," Wold said. l — 

Of the more than 8,100 U.S. ser- 
vicemen who are listed as unac- 
counted for from the 1950-53 war in 
Korea, about three-quarters of the 
eases include some evidence of 
death but arc kept on the list of 
missing because no remains hove 
been recovered. Russian aircraft and 
air-defense forces. participated in the 
Korean War, and some U.S. pilots 
shot down over North Korea were 
interrogated by Russians. 

The presumed reason for taking 
Americans was to exploit their 
knowledge of U.S. aircraft and avia- 
tion systems, which were more 
advanced than Soviet planes at' that 
time. 

Malcolm Toon, head of the U.S. 
side of the joint commission, said in 
an interview that it was too early to 
give up seeking access to the KGB 
files. He said it should be no sur- 
prise that the Russians are resisting 
the request.

NEW YORK (AP) — Hackers have 
discovered a new way to “hijack” com- 
puter systems linked to the Internet, 
threatening security to millions of com- 
puters in the global network, authori- 
ties warned Monday. 

Many systems that were thought to 
be protected by sophisticated hardware 
and software “firewalls” are now vul- 
nerable to theft and eavesdropping, 
said an official at the government- 
financed Computer Emergency 
Response Team said. 

“Even when you bought a security 
package for the Internet ... there is no 
security" from the new type of attack, 
Tom Longstaff, manager of research 
and development at the CERT coordi- 


nation center in Pittsburgh, said in a 
telephone interview this afternoon. 

Intruders using the new technique can 
copy or destroy documents or do other 
damage by masquerading as an autho-. 
rized user, CERT said in an advisory dis- 
tributed this afternoon on the Internet 

"Once the attack is completed, it is 
difficult to detect,” the advisory said. 
An unknown number of attacks already 
has been reported, Longstaff said. 

The New York Times reported the 
new type of hacking began on 
Christmas, when an unknown intruder 
or group broke into the computer of 
Tsutomu Shimomura, a computer 
security specialist at the San Diego 
Supercomputer Center. 


The Times said the culprit or culprits 
controlled the computer for more than 
a day and electronically stole a large- 
number of security programs. 

Experts, fear the new type of hacking 
could result in widespread theft of mer- 
chandise, credit-card numbers and dig- 
ital “cash” unless businesses take better 
security precautions. 

The intruders fool computers into 
believing that a message is coming 
from a trusted source, using a method 
known as Internet protocol spoofing. 
By posing os a familiar computer, an 
attacker con get access to protected 
computer resources and seize control 
of what was considered a well-guarded 
system.

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KOBE, Japan (AP) — A strong 
aftershock shook buildings Monday 
night as the death toll from fast week’s 
earthquake passed 5,000. 

Share pnees. tumbled, and criticism 
mounted aga'inst Prime Minister 
Tomiichi Murayama for his handling 
of the crisis. 

The death toll from Tuesday’s 12- 
magninide qtiake climbed to 5,060“ 
when crews found more bodies in the 
ruins of this once-vibrnnt port city. 
Police said. 102 people were missing. 

More than 26,200 people were 
injured and more than 56,000 buildings 
were damaged or destroyed. 

Three aftershocks shook the city 
Monday, including a magnitude 4.3 
jolt that swayed buildings and shattered 
glass. Two more aftershocks followed 
early Tuesday, including one measur- 
ing magnitude 3.6. There were no 
reports of major damage or injuries 
from any of the aftershocks. 

Nearly a week after Japan’s dead- 
liest quake since 1923, new signs of 
' life emerged. About half of Kobe’s 
schools reopened, and electricity was 
restored throughout the city. 

The principal of one grade school, - 
Michiru Yoshida, asked pupils to 
observe a minute of silent prayer. 
Some children cried as they bait their 
heads.

Wholesale Market was operating, 
along with one of the city’s five 
garbage processing plants. The govern- 
ment unveiled plans to build 1 1,000 
temporary homes wilhin a month for 
some, of the 300,000 people whose 
dwellings were destroyed or severely 
damaged.

abroad. Estimates on the economic 
impact vary widely. The Transport 
Ministry estimated it would cost $4.12 
billion to repair damaged railway lines

Kosaku Jnaba, head of the Japan 
Chamber of Commerce, estimated the 
overall cost of tiic quake would amount 
to more than $ 100 billion.

Japan has also been slow in accept 
ing offers of help from abroad. The 


received ofTers of assistance from 42 
countries, the European Union and two 
United Nations organizations. 

As of Monday, however, only 13 
had been accepted, including those 
from the United States, France, Britain,

Why wasn’t Japan ready? 


KOBE, Japan (AP) — It’s hard to 
walk anywhere in this city and not see 
evidence of the awesome forces 
unleashed here by the magnitude 7.2 
earthquake that ripped through the 
city before dawn last Tuesday. 

Wooden and concrete buildings lay 
in piles of rubble. Others tilt at impos- 
sible angles and will be demolished. 
Elevated highways and overpasses 
collapsed. 

Japan thought it was ready for a 
major quake. It wasn’t ready, for this. 

“The human brain has a limit, but 
nature doesn’t,” said Yoshihiro 
Takcuchi, chairman of the Earthquake 
_ Damage Investigation Committee for 
tile Japan Institute of Architecture. 
’Tor Takcuchi, an engineering pro^ 
fessor at Osaka Institute of 
Technology, the shattered landscape is 
a laboratory that contains specimens 
of everything he has studied — and at 
least one phenomenon rarely spotted 

elsewhere. ^ 

“The characteristic of this quake is 
the middle floors of buildings collaps- 
ing,” he told The Associated Press on 
, Sunday during a tour of some of 
Kobe’s worst-hit areas. "In pastjjuake 
history, we haven’t seen this 'before ... 
except for a few isolated examples.” 
’'Thc.Sakura Bank building lost its 
fourth floor; the old city building its 
sixth. Part of the fifth floor of 
“"Nishlshlml'Hospitainnahbthcr neigh- 
borhood, collapsed. 

In each ease, there seemed to be lit- 
tle other structural damage; it was like 
a sandwich from which one slicc.of 
. meat disappeared. 

Takcuchi theorized that this quake 
simultaneously thrust upward and 


sideways, hence, th e w ide cracks in 
sidewalks and the shift upward or 
downward of some buildings by two 
feet or more. 

This motion also may have doomed 
some of the highways, which had 
been such a source of pride for 
Japanese engineers. Afler interstates 
were toppled in California quakes, 
they bragged that such a thing 
couldn’t happen here. 

“All the people saying that have 
received a shock," Takcuchi said. 

Japan has different construction 
standards for highways and buildings.

.Gov. 'Roberta Madrazo resigns, saying he should play no role in 
determining his political future. 

Britain pleads for EU to protect livestock 

BRUSSELS, Belgium — After weeks of protests by animal rights 
activists, Britain's farm minister asked the European Union on 
Monday to ban the practice of raising veal calves in small crates. 

William Waldcgravc asked agriculture ministers from the other 14 
EU nations to join Britain in outlawing the "abhorrent” veal crates 
and called, for EU limits on journey times for livestock headed to 
slaughter. The British government has been under pressure to prevent 
calves from being exported to nations still using the crates, which 
. Britain banned as inhumane in 1990. 

Hundreds of animal rights activists have been demonstrating at 
British ports where live cattle are shipped — making the issue front 
page news for weeks. Some of the protests have been violent. ,

“I miss my family very much," a tearful Kris Aquino, 23, said in a 
televised interview on her own show. "For whatever it’s worth, I still 
really love my Mom.” 

Ms. Aquino drew criticism in this predominantly Roman Catholic 
nation when word spread that she was pregnant by a married man 
nearly twice her age. Then last week, she interviewed and kissed the 
check of Rep. Ferdinand Marcos Jr., son of the man suspected of mas- 
terminding her father's assassination. 

Egypt says Muslims plotted overthrow 

CAIRO, Egypt — Egypt has accused members of the country’s 
largest Islamic fundamentalist organization of plotting to overthrow 
the regime and Tunneling money to extremist groups. 

The Interior Ministry, in a stalc’mcnt Monday, said members of the 
mainstream Muslim Brotherhood group were arrested Sunday 
throughout Egypt. It did not say how many people were detained. 

The arrests, which the brotherhood numbered at 27, appeared to be 
part of a government campaign to stem dissent, particularly by reli- 
gious politicians, journalists and lawyers.

When' the gungocs off Sunday^ 15 
sailors will leave behind Sydney’s 
famed harbor and set a course for 
Puntn del Estc, a resort in Uruguay 
6,900 miles and perhaps a dozen 
squalls to the east. 

But the woman who. once held a 
l,200*mile lead oyer her nearest 
rival won’t be one of them. 

This time, Isabelle Autissicr will 
be staying on land. 

Thus begins the third leg of The 
BOC Challenge, a four-stage, 
27,000-mile solo race around the 
world that started Sept, 17 in 
Charleston, S.C. 

To say the race is grueling is to 
say it’s kind of tough to win a Super 
Bowl. Yeah, that’s true. 

First run in 1982, the race is held 
once every four years. It takes about 
eight months to compete, a month to 
recover, and more than three years 
to raise the SI 00,000 to S2.5 million 
needed to outfit a 40- to 60-foot boat 
for such a punishing trip. 

And sometimes, all the money and 
technology in the world is not 
enough. Two of the 20 boats entered 
in this race — two high-tech racing 
machines — have already gone 


In the first leg from Charleston to 
Cape Town, South Africa, a boat 
piloted by Josh Hall of Britain sank 
after hitting a submerged object in 
the middle of tbc south Atlantic. 
After several frantic hours, Hall 
scrambled into his lifeboat and was 
pulled from an angry ocean by Alan 
Ncbaucr of Australia, a fellow com- 
petitor. 

In the latest life-and-death strug- 
gle with the sea, Autissicr was 
winched off her badly damaged 
yacht by an Australian Navy heli- 
copter four days after setting off a 
distress beacon. 

To this day, the Frenchwoman 
will not speak of her emotions upon 
leaving her $770,000 boat 750 nauti- i 
cal miles southwest of Adelaide, 
Australia, on Jan. I. ■’ * 

The boat was never seen again. 

But that gets ahead of the story. 

Autissicr, 38, didn't enter the race 
as the favorite, but she came with 
some mighty fine credentials. 

A sailor since age 7, she finished 
seventh in her class in the last BOC 
Challenge, in 1990-91. 

Then, last April, she smashed the 
New York-to-San Francisco speed 
record around Cape Horn by an 
astonishing 14 days, despite suffer- 
ing through nearly a week of no 
wind and being washed overboard 
by a wave. 

Sailing in the "Ecureuil Poitou- 
Charentcs 2," the same boat she 
used for this BOC Challenge, 
Autiss icr and a thr ee-man crew.. 
made the legendary passage in 62 
days, 5 hours, 55 minutes. 

“I am very proud to be the winner 
of this record, and that’s enough," 
she. told reporters who pressed her 
qn_how_shc felt to.be the first 
woman to hold the record. 

Five months later, as the only 
woman competing in The BOC, she 
repeated that theme. !

Judge scrambles ‘executioner’s’ channel

TWIN FALLS - A centuries-old warrior 
will probably not get to testify on behalf of a 
Colorado man charged with kidnapping and 
shooting his former girlfriend, a judge said 
Monday. 

Jack Peel, 48, acting as his own attorney, 
asked to be hypnotized in order to summon 
"Larkin the Executioner," whom, he described 
Inter as a scaly, prehistoric cannibal from 
another planet 

"After ‘channeling’ was explained to me ... 
it’s hardly likely I will allow the icstimony,’’ 
5th District Judge Daniel Mcchl said in a hear- 
ing Monday. 

"This witness is hardly available because 


he’s only speaking through you,” Mcchl said. 
“If he materializes himself, I will take it for 
what it is.” 

Larkin is an objective witness to the shoot- 
ing, Peel argued. He is honest, “a warrior of 
words” who doesn’t grow horns, and isn’t 
linked with Satanism. 

Peel's former girlfriend, Connie Price, sat in 
the far comer of the courtroom Monday listen- 
ing to Peel’s arguments during the pretrial 
conference. 

Price testified in October that Peel woke her 
up with “a hand over my mouth and a gun to 
my head" on Sept. 25. She said he forced her 
to drive down a dirt road, then shot her when 
she tried to flee. 

Monday, Twin Falls County Chief Deputy 
John Lothspcich asked Judge Mcchl to appoint 


a lawyer to represent Peel, who is disruptive 
with his "Larkin malarkey" 

Lothspcich said he feared Peel would 
ambush his ease .with new witnesses and fight 
a losing battle with his defense tactics. 
Whether in'or out of body, he said, “it was 
Jack’s body that did the crime.” 

"Objection!" Peel said, leaping to his feet in 
handcuffs and shackles. "That's an assumption 
based on conclusion.” 

Mcchl agreed, but said he will decide 
whether to appoint an attorney after a local 
psychiatrist examines Peel. 

. In a jailhousc telephone interview, 
Peel said he puts himself into a relaxed 
state through hypnosis to communicate 
with Larkin, who speaks in broken 
English. As Larkin speaks through him, 


Peel adopts a low tone of voice, he said. 

“He’s never missed a performance," Peel 
said. 

To look at 'him, Larkin isn’t very pjeasam. 
Peel said. He has a ‘large lower body, will) big 
thighs useful for springing, grass hopper- like, 
onto his prey. He is a hunter, but also a great 
legal advisor, he said. 

PejjJ is a former owner of a sushi restaurant 
in Kctchum called "Bonzai Jack’s,” and self- 
described New-Age channclcr. He denies the 
criminal charges, and said he hopes hypnosis 
will draw out what really happened, 

Monday, Price said her arm is healing from 
the bullet wound she sustained from the shoot- 
ing. 

"It is a bunch of Larkin malarkey, like the 
prosecutor said," she said of Peel’s defense.

The vote on the bond, which must

Beetles kill central Idaho pine trees 


DEARY — In the wake of last summer’s drought, pino trees 
throughout much of north central Idaho are dying. Patches of brown 
and red needle trees are becoming more pronounced against the other- 
wise green forests throughout the region. 

State officials estimate the patches hold between 2,000 and 100,000 
board feet of mcrchantiblc logs. 

The mortality is actually linked to beetle infestations. 

' “What’s really killing them is a little tiny beetle,” said Ladd 
Livingston, supervisor of the Idaho Department of Land’s insect and 
disease section of Cocur d’Alene. Two species of insects, the ‘pine 
engraver beetle and the western pine beetle, arc responsible. 

And two trees, pondcrosa and lodgcpolc pines, arc most susceptible 
to the bugs.

PRIEST LAKE (AP) — A 30-day 
window has opened to consider alter- 
natives to closing 125 miles of roods in 
the Selkirk Mountains. 

According to Wayne Wakkincn, 
wildlife research biologist for Idaho 
Department of Fish and Game, the 
delay postponed the signing of docu- 
ments next week that would hove put 
into effect this and other restrictive 
measges designed to increase to 70 
percent the grizzly bear habitat in the 
region. 

At issue is the proposed closure of 
roads that would limit motorized 
access for recreation and logging. A 
study by the Priest Lake Ranger 
District proposing several alternatives 
s wfTteleascd in August 1994. The 


study covers 85,000 acres in the 
Selkirk Mountain Range. 

According to the study, the majority 
of the acreage is under National Forest 
Service control, with only about 3,300 
acres of private land. 

The area of the Selkirks was identi- 
fied by the U.S. Fish & Wildlife 
Service in 1982 as a grizzly bear recov- 
ery area. The boundaries were official- 
ly added in 1993, being designated by 
the Forest Service as the Kalispcll- 
Granitc Grizzly Bear Management 
Unit The land affected is in Idaho and 
Washington. 

At a recent meeting of the’ Priest 
Lake Chamber of Commerce, pre- 
sentations were made by Wayne 
Wakkincn and Seth Diamond, a 


biologist and wildlife program man- 
ager for the Intcrmountain Forest 
Industry Association. The associa- 
tion addresses issues concerning -the 
environment, water quality, wildlife, 
timber industry, and other matters 
related to the use and preservation 
natural resources. 

Wakkincn said that one way or 
another we all depend on the envi- 
ronment, and there has to be a coop- 
erative effort between the citizens 
and agencies charged with manage- 
ment. 

Wakkincn said that there are about 
50 bears that range in the Selkirk 
Ecosystem, which extends into 
Canada, with about half of those in the 
management area at any one time.

Relocating may 
be more hassle 
than it’s worth

] Once upon a time, most workers 
saw relocation as a “step up" as well 
as a step away. But times have 


'Aral as more workers have spduscs 1 
who are also working, they arc begin- 
ning to see relocating as more hassle 
than it’s worth, according to a study, 
released this week. 

In dual-income families, 42 percent 
said their standard of living fell 
because of a spouse’s relocation, 
according to a worldwide survey of 
IQ1 organizations that was conducted 
by thc University of Tennessee and 
Right Associates of Philadelphia, a 
consulting firm that specializes in 
career management and corporate 
restructuring. 

The study says that in 1994, fewer 
than half of all corporate or business 
transfers meant more money for the 
employee who moved. Thc percentage 
of transfers that were accompanied by 
raises dropped from 62 percent in , 
1987 to 39 percent in 1994. 

And the spouses who followed the 
transferred worker? More than half of 
all the “trailing spouses" who man- 
aged to find work in the new location 
wound up getting less pay and fewer 
benefits. 

, Forty percent of the trailing spouses 
said they had changed the type of 
work they had been doing, and 32 per- 
cent said their new jobs were lower in

First Impressions are Important 

The answer Is as varied as the number of 
people on your mailing list, since no two 
households receive the same mail every 
day. Chances are your message is compet- 
ing for attention with bills, magazines, solic- 
itations, letters from grandma and many 
other pieces of mall on any given day. 

That’s stiff competition, especially since 
most consumers have a built-in bias against 
any unsolicited sales pitch - what they often 
refer to as *|unk mail.* The bias (s demon- 
strated most simply in the regular sotting of 

a day's mail., Research 1 . shows that con- 

sumers put bills and personal letters Into 
one pile and magazines into another. Next, 
they dedde what to do with the unsolicited 
mall, just by examining its appearance. Ad 
mall that doesn’t sufficiently intrigue or sat- 
isfy any of the following criteria goes right 
into the trash without being opened and 
read: 

• Relevance to personal interests 

• Recognized as the type of mail recipient 
usually reads 

• Quality of physical appearance of the 

piece \ 


including spelling of name, if personalized 
• Identity of the mailer (known vs. unknown 
organization) 

Direct mall has little Immediacy in con- 
sumers’ shopping habits, as demonstrated 
by a decline in as mail readership. As the 
following table shows, the Identity of the 
mailer is an important factor in the decision 
to read or not to read third-class advertising ‘ 
mall immediately.

Consumers don’t like advertising mail, so 
they don’t respond to much of it. Shared 
mailers with a detached label card have the 
worst consumer response of all direct mail 
typesrThe USPS ^dy showed consumers 
responding positively, by placing an order, 
to only 6 percent of these in 1991. Another 
73 percent of the shared mail ads were not 


acted upon by the consumers, and other fell 
into the "maybe* category (presumably set 
aside). Jfthe definition of ’junk mail’ Is a 


good offer mailed to the wrong person, then 
these numbers Indicate that nearly three- 
quarters of shared mail advertlsements.are 
just that -JUNK. 

Forty-three percent of households wish 
they would receive less ad mail, particularly 
those who receive the most, as shown in the 
table below.

The newspaper marketplace 

Consumers look to newspapers when 
they're in the market for products and ser- 
vices, whether they're looking for a car, a 
new coat, a mutual fund ora roast beef. For 
example, a recent study 5 showed that 67 
percent of food shoppers recall newspaper 
ads while only 26 percent recall direct mail 
ads. That's bkause readers like the news- 
paper’s selection, comparative price infor- 
mation, coupons and the. chance to read 

an d re- read i nterestin g Items. 

Grocery circulars and other advertisements 1 
delivered via mail usually^ not contain 
related editorial matter, and do not neces- 
sarily arrive on the "best shopping day* or 
in the same package. Unlike newspapers, 
direct mall is not deliverable on Sundays, 
when people typically have the most time 
to read. In fact, much of it is set aside for 
"later reading,* in which manylimes never 
happens. 

So put your vacation postcards in the mail. 

But put you advertisements where they will . 
be seen, read, dipped and acted upon - in
